Over 400 Attend Dedication of New

On .Sunday afternoon, the re- 
modeled Church of God was officially 
rededicated before a congregation esti- 
mated at over 400.

AFRICA 
Dear ones in the Homeland, Greet- 
ings in Jesus our Lord and soon 
coming King! Surely this is the glor- 
ious hope which keeps us pressing 
on! Time slips by so fast these days 
that I can hardly realize it will soon 
be two years since I arrived in Angola. 
Not long ago we took a trip over in 
a section of Angola called Cuanza Sul, 
which is still in darkness, without the 
gospel. This was a trip which covered 
about 800 miles up there and back to 
Benguela. It is the section which was 
very much on my husband’s heart and 
where we had planned to go and begin 
rk for the Lord as soon as permits 
e granted; but for some reason the 
d saw fit to call Mr. Stark home be- 
fore we could move up there. It was 
his dying prayer that the Lord would 
send someone to take the gospel to 
the people of Cuanza Sul. We know 
Jesus died for them, so surely the Lord 
will answer that prayer. Thus, I was 
most happy to go, even though it could 
only be on a 30-day permit at the time. 
We found many native villages 
which can be reached by walking out 
from the twon a little way. Also, there 
is a railroad which goes back to the in- 
terior of this section about 100 miles 
from the coast. We learned that there 
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was a motorcar which ran on this rail- 
road and took pasengers back to the 
interior, but it was more expensive to 
ride on the motorcar, so we decided to 
take the little wee train, even though 
we were told it would take about 18 
to 24 hours to reach our destination, 
and that we would need to take a 
lunch and some drinking water, 
whereas the motorcar would only take 
about 3 hours. Well, it was indeed a 
very slow journey, but we enjoyed it, 
for we could see a lot more of the 
country by going slowly; also, it cost 
only about half the price of the other. 
When the train would stop we could 
get out and walk around, for they 
were never in a hurry. When we re- 
turned to the coast, however, we de- 
cided to take the motorcar back. Some 
of the places where we went were back 
in the interior in a direction where 
there was no way to go only by truck, 
and it was over rough, dry roads, which 
in some places were very narrow. We 
were glad that we seldom met any 
other trucks on the road. 

These various kinds of transporta- 
tion mentioned only took us to the 
main trading centers. From _ these 
points we walked out to various native 
villages. In some of the places we 
found the natives very friendly and 
ready to listen to the gospel, though 
they had never heard it before. They

hardly realized the blessing it could 
bring to them, but they wanted us to 
return and tell them more. However, 
there were some places where the peo- 
ple were not quite so friendly, and we 
were told before going there that the 
natives were cannibals and dangerous. 
Only God’s grace can reach them... . 
In some of the places we found a great 
interest among the children; they 
learned to sing some of the songs. 
They liked the motion songs. They 
would sing in the Portuguese language. 
We took some pictures of them but, 
I do not have one to send you. One 
little boy wanted to come with us but 
we could not bring him. Later, Brother 
Martins, a brother who with his wife, 
is working with us now, went back to 
this place and the little boy was more 
anxious than ever to come with him 
so he could learn God’s Word and how 
to read. He has been with us now about 
3 months and is so happy, though far 
from his people. He is learning to help 
with little jobs around the house, and 
every day he has a lesson learning to 
read. When he is not busy, he always 
has his book. 

Your letters are always such an en- 
couragement, and it means so much to 
hear from home and to know there 
are those at home who are standing 
with us in prayer for the work of the 
Lord out here. How blessed it is to 
know that as we share in the work so 
shall we share in the harvest when we 
hear our blessed Lord say, “Well done,

CHURCH of GOD PUB. HOUSE 
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By David J. du Plessis, a teacher at Lee College 


NOTE: This message was preached at the 
opening of the First World Pentecostal Con- 
ference, in .Zurich, Switzerland, in 1947, and 
subsequently in many churches, Bible Schools, 
and conventions in Europe and North Ameri- 
ca. Requests that it should be published have 
become so numerous that the preacher de- 
cided to submit it to Pentecostal periodicals 
for publication. 

In the beginning of this century, 
when the Holy Spirit was being 
poured upon holiness groups almost 
Simultaneously everywhere in the 
world, the first reaction from the es- 
tablished churches was a strong ob- 
jection to the noise and seeming dis- 
order in the prayer meetings. This 
was so entirely different from the 
quiet almost over-regulated church 
services that many religious leaders 
declared the revival was a WILDFIRE 
movement. The Pentecostal preachers, 
on the other hand, declared boldly 
that they had received the baptism of 
HOLY GHOST AND FIRE. 


Now, after 50 years, this phenom- 
enal revival has spread to all na- 
tions in all countries of the world. In 
many countries the revival has de- 
veloped into strong and established 
churches. It is nothing unusual in 
these days to hear preachers declare 
from Pentecostal platforms that many 
manifestations in some meetings are 
due to “fanaticism,” if not “wildfire.” 
In the beginning we were very fond 
of considering enthusiastic young con- 
verts, just filled with the Holy Spirit 
and full of shout and song, as being 
“on fire.” Such “on-fire believers” of 
today look upon the older and ex- 
perienced Pentecostals as having be- 
come “lukewarm and cold,” because 
they do not demonstrate manifesta- 
tions such as they had when they 
first came into the “Pentecostal ex- 
perience.” 

Was the exuberance of the new con- 
vert wrong? Has the experienced be- 
liever cooled of or backslidden during 
recent years? Let us look into these 
questions. First, let us study the grass 
roots of what is known as the “Pente- 
costal experience.” Back there just 
before the birth of Christ the people 
sat in darkness. For generations there 
had been no prophet. There remained 
only a ceremonial religion. The last of 
the prophets, Malachi, had said: “Be- 
hold, I will send my messenger, and 
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he shall prepare the way before me, 
and the Lord, whom ye seek, shall sud- 
denly come to his temple, even the 
messenger of the covenant, whom ye 
delight in: behold he shall come, 
saith the Lord of hosts. But who may 
abide the day of his coming? and who 
shall stand when he appeareth? for 
he is like a refiner’s fire, and like full- 
er’s soap: and he shall sit as a re- 
finer and purifier of silver,” Mal:1-3. 

The land of Juda was stirred once 
again. A prophet had appeared on the 
scene. He ignored, the temple and the 
synagogues and preached on the 
banks of Jordan. He called everyone 
to repentance and pronounced judg- 
ment upon the self-righteous, To the 
latter he says: “Think not to say with- 
in yourselves, We have Abraham to 
our father: for I say unto you that 
God is able of these stones to raise 
up children unto Abraham. And now 
also the axe is laid unto the root of 
the trees: therefore every tree which 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down, and cast into the fire,” Matt. 
3:9, 10. Note here, the “fire of judg- 
ment.” 

Suddenly, the great prophet turned 
to the repentant sinners and said: “I 
indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh 
after me is mightier than I, whose 
shoes I am not worthy to bear: he 
shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire (note, this is not “judg- 
ment fire” but rather the “refiner’s 
fire”) : whose fan is in his hand, and 
he will throughly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat into the garner; 
but he will burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire,” Matt. 3:11, 12. 


From the words of the prophet it 
seems clear that a baptism of fire 
would be needed to burn up the chaff 
when the wheat had been separated 
from it. The fan is in the hand of the 
Baptizer and He will purge His floor 
and burn up the chaff. It is also clear 
that both the Baptizer and the bap- 
tism in the Holy Ghost would be as 
real as was John and his baptism in 
water. He declared that the kingdom 
of heaven was at hand, and then tells 
of the mighty King and the glorious 
blessings to be expected from His 


hand. 

When Jesus came upon the scene, 
He said: “I will pray the Father and 
he shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you 
ever. .. . But the Comforter wnt 
the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things .. . he shall testify of me,” 
John 14:16, 26; 15:26. In confirming 
the prophecy of John about the com- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, the Lord Jesus 
emphasized the fact that He would 
be a Comforter. Small wonder then 
that those who receive the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit become so exuber- 
ant with joy. Such persons are not 
“on fire” as was often said, but they 
are “filled with the Holy Ghost.” The 
consequence is that they produce the 
same manifestations as the first dis- 
ciples did on the day of Pentecost. It 
was on that very day that the~re- 
ligious world began to register ob- 
jections and accused the Spirit-filled 
believers of being filled with 
wine. It is no different today. 
have the same Holy Spirit, the same 
baptism, the same manifestations, 
tongues and apparent drunkenness, 
and the same objections and accusa- 
tions. 

What was Peter’s defence? “This is 
that!” What? The fulfillment of the 
prophecy of Joel. “In the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out my Spirit 
. . . your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy.” But, Peter, the proph- 
et says nothing about speaking in 
tongues and acting like drunken peo- 
ple? Yes, this is the beginning of 
that. From now on He will lead into 
all truth. Prophecy will follow. 


Now, pardon a little of my personal 
testimony. Some years ago I passed 
through one of those spiritual crises 
which come into the experience 
every growing Christian. I was hun 
for a deeper experience with God. I 
was tired of the repetition of spiritual 
manifestations which did not seem 
to bring edification to anyone but my- 
self. I wanted to see the gifts of the 
Holy Spirit in operation in my life. 
One night, in desperation, I decided 
I would not go to sleep until the Lord 
had given me some very definite guid- 
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ance. My prayer was, “Lord, where 
must I go from here? This is not the 
end of the road, for I have always 
declared that the baptism in the Holy 
Ghost is only the beginning and not 
the end of a closer walk with God.” 
After midnight, He spoke to me clearly 
and said that I needed a baptism of 
fire. Immediately, I concluded that be- 
cause I was no longer as demonstra- 
tive as before and did not shout and 
speak in tongues as loud and long 


@:: I did 25 years before, I must have 


ost the fire. I prayed with all my 
heart that He should baptize me with 
fire, whatever that may mean. The 
yielding of that night brought pro- 
found things into my life, and my 
ministry did change. I was a happy 
man, but I had no desire to shout and 
sing and leap before the Lord as I 
did in my younger days. I was ready 
to do so, but it seemed the Lord did 
not require that from me. 

After enjoying this wonderful deep- 
er life for a few weeks, I discovered 
that some very cherished things in 
my life were dropping off. Some of my 
brethren seemed to misunderstand 
me. My best friends seemed most un- 
sympathetic. I felt so lonely at times 
that life became a burden. Again I 
sought guidance and light from the 


oe: for I feared to trust in man. 


One Sunday morning very early, I 
made my way into a wilderness and 
laid myself in the dust before the 
Lord. I felt as if 25 years of Christian 
life and years of ministry was all in 
vain. Nothing remained, and I was 
just an utter failure. As I wept before 
the Lord and humbled myself, a peace 
that passeth understanding suddenly 
came over my soul. I lay almost as 
dead. Then it seemed someone was 
speaking to me in very gentle tones. 
He said: “I am answering your prayer. 
It is the baptism of fire.” I com- 
plained that I did not feel “on fire” 
at all, Then He said: “But the fire 
does not bring joy: It burns, it de- 
vours, it reduces. it purges. The Holy 
Spirit gives comfort and joy, but the 
fire cleanses and sanctifies. I am re- 

oving the chaff from your life.” 

nce again I began to weep and asked 
the Lord to show me what sin there 
was still in my life. Very gently I 
heard Him say: “Chaff is not sin. 
I am not removing weeds but chaff. 
Chaff is good, and, indeed, it is es- 
sential to obtain wheat. When the 
chaff is removed you shall see the 
wheat.” : 

I shall never forget those wonder- 
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ful moments in His presence. It 
seemed that he brought me to a green 
field. I recognized it as growing wheat. 
Then I found myself in a barn and saw 
bags of wheat. It seemed I was listen- 
ing to a conversation between two 
persons. As the one passed his hands 
through the wheat in the bag, he 
told the other that this was clean 
rich wheat. We left the barn and 
looked on the field again. “Beautiful 
green grass,” said the one. “No! 
Beautiful growing wheat,” said the 
other. “How can that be?” “This does 
not look nearly like the things in the 
bag. Yet it is true—this is that and 
that is this, If you will leave this to 
develop it will produce wheat such as 
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is in the bag, but when you plant 
what is in the bag it dies and lives 
again to produce what you see here.” 

Again I saw the wheat field. Now it 
had grown higher, and in the gentle 
breezes the heads of ripening wheat 
waved to and fro. I heard one say, 
“Soon it will be ripe and then it must 
be gathered to the floor where the 
chaff can be separated from the 
wheat. The chaff has served its pur- 
pose; and, if it be not removed soon, 
it will destroy the wheat crop. If, 
however, you remove the chaff be- 
fore the wheat is ripe, you will have 
no crop either. Just one more rain, 
and there will be enough moisture to 
ripen this wonderful field.” I stood 
amazed. There I saw long stalks of 
chaff, and the ears of wheat were only 
about six inches long. Why even the 
wheat kernels were surrounded and 


covered with chaff. 

What a process the gathering and 
threshing is! A threshing floor looks 
anything but orderly. In the end, how- 
ever, the winnowing fan separates 
wheat and chaff, and order is re- 
stored. 

After this revelation, I was left 
alone with my thoughts. What could 
it all mean? Then I remembered my 
earliest Pentecostal experiences. How 
often I just wondered whether all 
the noise and manifestation in a 
prayer meeting was produced by the 
power of the Holy Spirit. But why 
should people want to act so queer 
and get great blessing out of it? At 
such time I heard a still small voice 
say to me, “THIS IS THAT.” I was 
satisfied because that was the answer 
Peter gave on the day of Pentecost. 
Later on, I saw and heard and person- 
ally experienced very clear manifesta- 
tions of the gifts of the Holy Spirit. In- 
stead of tongues only, there followed 
the interpretation of tongues. Instead 
of only tongues and interpretation, 
there followed prophecy. In the ser- 
mons of my brethren, and in my own 
messages, I began to discern moments 
when preaching was prophecy, mo- 
ments when there was the word of 
wisdom, and moments when there 
was a world of knowledge. 

How did all this come about? Where 
did it begin? This is how I see it now: 
first stammering lips, then, new 
tongues, then interpretation of 
tongues, then prophecy, then, words 
of wisdom and knowledge, all by the 
same Spirit. 

“So is.the kingdom of God, as if a 
man should cast seed into the ground; 
and should sleep, and rise night and 
day, and the seed should spring and 
grow up, he knoweth not how. For 
the earth bringeth forth fruit of her- 
self; first the blade, then the ear, after 
that the full corn in the ear. But when 
the fruit is brought forth, immediate- 
ly he putteth in the sickle, because 
the harvest is come.” Mark 4:26-29. 
Just as the growing wheat in the field 
responds to very little breeze, so 
young Christians, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, will respond to the breezes of 
heaven. Just sing a chorus over 
again, and they begin to rejoice and 
wave their hands. I have noticed that 
the converts of very sedate and calm 
preachers are just as emotional as 
the converts of the shouting and run- 
ning evangelist. Some of these sedate 
old preachers were, in fact, very de- 
monstrative in their early Christian 
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experience. The precious brother or 
sister that now brings such wonder- 
ful messages in tongues and interpre- 
tation, or in prophecy, was once as 
noisy as some of the most ardent 
shouters among the young converts. 
Most mature Christians have found 
that it took years before they learned 
to yield to the Holy Ghost so that 
He might use their lips to prophesy 
rather than to speak in tongues. Paul 
thinks that five words that can be 
understood is worth more than ten 
thousand words in tongue that can- 
not be understood. But then, there is 
usually several feet of chaff before 
there comes the ear of grain. There 
might be years of seeming useless 
manifestations before we ripen into 
faith that will produce prophecy. 
(Rom. 12:6.) 


In our Pentecostal churches today, 
there seems to be two extremes. The 
apostle has a word of warning for 
both. To those who object so fervent- 
ly to noise and disorder he says: 
“Quench not the Spirit,” 1 Thess. 5:19. 
To those who want nothing but these 
disorderly manifestations he _ says: 
“Despise not prophesying,”’ 1 Thess. 
5:20, If you refuse to have seemingly 
needless manifestations, “chaff,” as 
you may think, you will never have 
the gift of prophecy. If you refuse to 
let the Lord fan the needless mani- 
festations from your life, and will 
cling to the initial manifestations 
only, you will never have the ripened 
fruit of the gifts of the Spirit. The 
apostle was quite aware of this, and 
so he wrote that wonderful chapter 
14 in the First Epistle to the Corinthi- 
ans. This chapter will never quench 
the Spirit, but it will regulate the 
growth of the saints in the church. 

Have you ever watched a modern 
threshing machine, which has taken 
the place of the old-fashioned thresh- 
ing floor? There is a lot of shaking 
and trembling and noise. On the one 
side there is a mountain of chaff, and 
on the other just a few bags of wheat. 
What a lot of chaff to produce so lit- 
tle wheat! Put a match in the chaff 
and what remains will be nothing 
compared to the wheat in the bags. 
Let us get the correct perspective of 
spiritual things. Be tolerant and 
thank God for the growing wheat. Be 
in no hurry to separate the chaff. 
Remember the fan is in His hand. On 
the other hand, we must not be satis- 
fied with a good old shouting camp 


meeting. Let us honor the Holy Ghost 


and give Him opportunities to speak 
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to us, for He came not only to comfort 
us but to lead us into all truth. If we 
only make noise in our meetings, we 
shall not hear His voice. Let us have 
the waving grain when the breezes 
blow and thank God for it, but do not 
judge those that have no part in such 
demonstration, for not even a hurri- 
cane will make a bag of wheat wave. 
We need wheat for new fields, and we 
need growing fields for more wheat. 


There is nothing that can ever take 
the place of the Holy Spirit in the 
church. Let us pray for a greater out- 
pouring than ever, and remember 
when the floods come it will not keep 
to our well prepared channels, but it 
will overflow and most probably 
cause chaos in our regular programs.

TWICE, DIE ONCE

“Jesus answered, Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, Ex- 
cept a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the king- 
dom of God,” John 3:5. 

All people who exist have 
been born once, that we all 
know; but if such people 
have not experienced the 
second birth, then one 
thing is sure; they must experience 
the second death. God said, “It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment,” Heb. 9:27. 
The death that confes after the judg- 
ment, as recorded in Rev. 21:8, will not 
be experienced by the people who had 
the second birth while here on earth; 
but this is the crowd who didn’t be- 
lieve in the new birth or the blood. 
John said these people will be tor- 
mented in the lake of fire forever. 
Nicodemus knew that he had been 
born once, but he was startled when he 
heard the words, “You must be born 
again.” His reply was, “How can these 
things be?” “You being a master in 
Israel, you seem to know everything 
else.” 

Yes, many peopie today seem to 
know everything, but some try to de- 
tour around this new-birth experience. 

The Man from Nazareth gave him 
an illustration of the wind and its 
effect, which is visible to the eye. We 
sometimes see the big oak bend and 
sway by the power of the wind. People 
may think they are big, but they must 
humble themselves to the new birth. 
God give us people who will bend to 
the will of God and let the Spirit of 
God move them like the wind some- 
times moves the big oak. God grant 
us more of the moving of the Spirit. 


When the new birth takes place in 
our lives, we become new creatures, or 
creations.

THE “H” BOMB

“And I will shew wonders in heaven 
above, and signs in the earth beneath; ’ 
blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke: 
the sun shall be turned into darkness, 
and the moon into blood, before that 
great and notable day of the Lord 
come,” Acts 2:19, 20. 

This writing is certainly not an 
attempt to exhaust the mystery work 
of the now known and fearful hydro- 
gen bomb, but rather an alarm, a 
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trumpet sound, a warning sent to 
every nook and corner of the Christian 
realm within our reach that the end 
is upon us. 

We have only a few basic facts of 
the hydrogen bomb—an atom bomb 
itself serves as a trigger to burst the 
hydrogen atom; this in turn fuses a 
gas called helium, the same that is 
identified with the gas on the sun. 
If we understand it right, the atom’s 
destructive power is cut down because 

f a reduction of heat; however, the 

evastating power of the hydrogen 
bomb is accounted for by its incon- 
ceivable staying heat which it produces 
—thus creating a minor sun explosion. 

Here is the report of Howard W. 
Blakeslee, news reporter: 

“The hydrogen bomb tops a source 
that was supposed to exist only in 
stars. Once that door is opened, the 
possibilities are endless. How fast will 
they come? The hydrogen tomb is 
arriving ahead of schedule. Cautious 
scientists set in their testimony be- 
fore the U. S. Senate four years ago. 
Five to ten years they set without 
specifying the bomb. 


Lightweight Chemical 

“Can they be worse? The ‘H’ bomb 
is said to be at least a thousand times 
ore powerful than the atom bomb, 
nd a few competent scientists said 
there was a possibility of bombs thou- 
sands of times more powerful, such as, 
lithium, boron, and finally the anni- 
hilation bomb. All of these belong to 
the lightweight chemical elements in 
which scientists expect to find their 
early bombs. One must add carbon, 
nitrogen, and beryllium bombs to 
amplify the lightweight bomb possi- 
bilities. 


Only Two Do Not Need Great Heat 
“Why can these things be considered 
possible? The phosphoric match, the 
kind you strike on your shoe, gives the 
answer. Coal and wood must be heated 
to hundreds of degrees before they 
will burn. The match ignites with the 
mild heat of friction and then can 
communicate the heat to start the 
@:. In the world of nuclear bombs, 
ll except two, must be preheated like 
wood and coal. They must be heated 
to millions of degrees with tons of 
pressure. The two except:ons are ura- 
nium and plutonium bombs. They are 
set off by cool neutrons. No great heat 
is required. 
“The bomb mechanism is almost 
absurdly simple. You, your home, the 
stars, everything in the known uni- 
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verse, is made up of protons and neu- 
trons. About half your weight is neu- 
trons and the rest protons. You can 
disregard electrons, because they 
weigh so little. These particles form 
all the atoms—one for hydrogen, 239 
for pultonium. When an atom splits 
in about two equal parts, it emits 
tremendous energy, mostly as heat. 
That is the atom bomb. When two or 
more of these particles are brought 
together to form an atom, any atom, 
they again emit energy as heat. The 
reason is that when the particles are 
separate, they are heavier than when 
in the nucleus of an atom. As they 
enter, they lose some mass and this 
loss will make a bomb, if the fusing 
particles are brought together fast 
enough and in large enough numbers. 
Fusing is far more explosive than 
splitting, giving about seven times 
more heat for equal weights.” 


Final Annihilation Bomb 

Of course, all Bible students know 
the final annihilation tomb, which 
means the entire mass of atoms dis- 
appear completely changing into en- 
ergy. This cannot happen until the 
conclusion of the millennium. Now 
that we have approached the power 
of sun explosion, note the similiarity 
between the sign in the heaven and 
earth; namely, “the helium gas ex- 
plosions.” It is a well-known fact that 
the sun spots and sun disorders are 
the result of explosions. While we 
certainly are limited in our knowledge 
of the science of all of this, we have 
@ more sure word of prophecy in the 
unfailing predictions of the Bible. 

Discoveries of such devastating 
forces as this gives infallible proof 
that neither Joel nor Peter were ec- 
centric old prophets when they fore- 
saw such things. Since the release of 
the Bikini atom pictures, we have been 
made to know something of mush- 
rooming vapors, and how much more 
will hydrogen explosion verify such a 
text. So it is blood, fire, and vapors 
destined for our day. Imagine, if you 
can, the groaning, the moaning, the 
hysterical screaming, the blood, the 
broken and shattered bones, the mu- 
tilated and disfigured faces, the burned 
bodies that shall result from such an 
outpour of destruction by the annihi- 
lation bomb. 

Are we now setting the stage for 
Ezek. 38:39, where we read of five- 
sixths of a nation’s army being de- 
stroyed by fire and brimstone? Will 
the angels of Revelation 15 carry 
literal vials of destruction? I would 


rather think not, but serve as minis- 
tering spirits of God, releasing man 
to serve such destruction. So the 
bloody sea, the dead men, the poison- 
ous fountains, men being scorched 
with great heat, the burning of green 
vegetation, are closely relative to, or 
are of, the selfsame source of atom 
power. The angels took fire from off 
the altars of God and poured it out 
upon the earth. Are not the atoms 
a possession of God? Are they not His 
fires? I’ll let you make your own de- 
ductions and arrive at your own cqn- 
clusions. 


Our Hope 

Along with such a dark fuiure, we 
have the promise of the outpouring 
of the Spirit, which certainly bright- 
ens the picture and provides an 
avenue of escape to all who will be- 
lieve. Any who would choose security 
outside this warm realm is certainly 
courting destruction. Anything less 
than the anointing and the glorify- 
ing effect of the Spirit working upon 
the body, soul, and spirit is absolutely 
insufficient. To place dependence in 
secular ability, human prowess, polit- 
ical aspirations, governmental legis- 
lation, educational keenness alone is 
to piay the part of the foolish. All of 
these serve their purpose and are 
necessary, but certainly they are sec- 
ondary to the ultimate and para- 
mount need of the work of the Holy 
Ghost in the life of the individual. He 
alone is able to lead us out of this 
dark night to the dawn of the endless 
day of peace and rest. Amen.

Dear Sir: 

Our constituent members across the Nation 
are becoming alarmed over the bills now be- 
fore you concerning Federal aid to education. 


hey are familiar with the various bills and 
ave been informed of the new Barden Bill. 










nowing that you, also, are concerned over 
this issue and wish to act upon that which 
will best serve our Nation and preserve the 
public school system, we are writing you very 
frankly. 
We are aware that every effort is being 
made by certain groups to divert public funds 
to non-public schools. The Thomas Bill, S. 246, 
which has been termed a “compromise bill,” 
gives the Federal blessing to states which may 
ignore the first amendment of the Constitu- 
tion by giving support to sectarian education. 
Our groups have their own sectarian schools, 
but they don’t want Federal funds to operate 
them. We insist that any compromise on this 
issue is wrong; that PUBLIC FUNDS may be 
used only for PUBLIC SCHOOLS. We urge you, 
therefore, to stand firm in your determination 
and defeat the Thomas Bill or any other 
measure that, by deceptive means, will allow 
our Government to support a sectarian or 
non-public school to the undermining of the 
public school system and the creation of re- 
ligious and class strife.
